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INTRODUCTION. 

§ 1. The Manuscripts. The present * Tale of the Ploughman ' is 
here printed from the only two known Manuscripts of the poem, 
(1) The Christ Church (Oxford) MS. CLIL, containing Chaucer's 
Canterbury Tales y and, (2) The Ashhumham MS. 133, which con- 
tains eleven pieces by Hoccleve, of which the present poem is 
numbers 6 and 7. The Manuscript has been described,^ and is 
now being edited for the Early English Text Society by Mr. 
Israel GoUancz, whose print of the present poem has been placed at 
my disposal through the kind offices of Dr. Fumivall. The Christ 
Church Manuscript is thus described by Kitchin ; ^ « codex charta- 
ceus, in folio, f. 337, saec. xv; mutilus in fine." The *Tale' 
occupies folios 228 (back) to 231, and is placed between the Squire's 
Tale and the Second Nonnes Tale of Seynt CecUe, The order of 
the Tales in this Manuscript is peculiar, and is worth giving :
